THE DEFENSE FURNISHES EVIDENCE Es- 
TABLISHING LADY COLIN’S GUILT. 


A Bad Day for the Plaintiff—Testimony Re- 
garding Her Intimacy With Chief Shaw 
andthe Duke of Mariborough—A Futile 
Cross- Examination — To-Day’s Proceed- 
ings. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, December 3.—[Copyright, 1886. } 
The result of the proceedings in the Camp- 
bell divoree case yesterday is that the 
guilt of Lady Colin seems to be more 
firmly fixed than ever. In fact, the tes- 
timony taken against her, which was notin 
the lest shaken in any important respect, 
confirmed without exception every allegation 
made against her by Lord Colin’s counsel in 
80 far as the Duke of Marlborough and Capt. 
Shaw are concerned. The prominent people 
in the case all came in a little after 10. Later 
in the afternoon Capt. Shaw, a man of 50, with 
a light mustache and goatee, a florid complex- 
ion and thin, light hair, turning gray, parted 
in the middle, arrived, and after speakiug 
pleasantly to Lady Colin took a seat almest di- 
rectly in front of her. In the afternoon 
he sat between Mr. and Mrs. Blood. He took 
lunch with them and Lady Colin and seemed 
to be on the most cordial terms with them. 
The Duke of Mv.riborough was present all day, 
but had a seas, in the rear of the room, being 
almost under the gallery, He wore two rings 
on each he. ad, carried a cheap stick, and was 
dressed jn a dark cutaway coat, trousers with 
a strony; tinge of red and patent leather shoes 
with l’.ght tops. He was very nervous all day, 
cont) aually opening and closing asilver tooth - 
pic)< case. He took a deep interest in the pro- 
oe dings, and was as serious as if he had been 
ot a funeral, 

CLOSING THE NET. 

The net was gathered about him with a grip 
that is hardly to be loosened. Two witnesses, 
the Hon. Robert Frederick Villisrs and Mr. 
Mark Pleydell Bouverie, the latter a well-to- 
do looking merchant, were first put in the 
witness box to prove that Lord Blandford and 
Lady Campbell were seen at the Purfleet sta- 
tionin August, 1882. Both swore they saw 
Lord Blandford, and Mr. Bouverie swore that 
he also saw and recognized Lady Colin on the 
Saturday before and on the Monday following.

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Evidence of Lady Colin’s Guilt—A Profes- 
sional Nurse’s Sensational Testimony. 


Lonpon, December 38.—In the Campbell di- 
voroe case to-day O'Neill, the man-servant, 
on cross examination, repeated his declara- 
tion of yesterday that, looking through a key- 
holeinthe dinin om, he saw the plaintiff 
and Chief Shaw in . compromising position. 
Lord Colin Campbell, the witness said, was 
in the drawing-room, whilst Chief Shaw and 
plaintiff were on this occasion in the diniag- 
room. Asked ifhedid not know that there 
were flaps over the keyholes inthe dining- 
room door, witness said he did not. 

Elizabeth Evans, a house-maid for Lady 
Miles, testified that during the Easter holl- 
days, in 1882, Lady Colin Campbell occupied 
bed-room No. 88 at Leigh Court, and that the 
Duke of Mariborough occupied No. 87. Wit- 
ness saw Lady Colin once, while in the cen- 
tral hall of Leigh Court, take off one of her 
slippers and throw itatthe Duke. Both went 
to Leigh Court on the same day, and they lett 
on the same * also. 


EN. BUTLER AGAIN. 

Whilst Ladin Colin was at Leigh Court she 
appeared to be robust and went on long walks 
in ail kinds of weather, in snow, rain or mud, 
with Dr. Bird. It was only after the plaintiff’s 
return to London that she appeared to be ill 
Witness remembered that on one occasion, in 
April, , en. Butler was in the 
drawing- room with Lady Colin, when 
some one called. Lady Colin came out 
and said she was not at home. Her hair 
at the time was disarranged and her face was 
flushed. When Lord Colin came home Lady 
Colin went to her bed-room and Gen. Butler 
came down stairs and let himself out of the 
house. Soon afterward Lady Colin came down 
and began to sing and play. Lord Colin cailed 
her and she went to his room and said she did 
not know he was at home and asked him why 
he had not come into the drawing-room. He 
replied: Because you had a visitor there. 
Lady Colin answered: ‘‘Only the old oe 
he has known me since I was a child.’’ 

LORD COLIN’S NURSE. 

Annie Duffy, Lord Colin Campbell’s nurse 
testified that she was engaged in 1882 to attend 
the defendant. Lady Colin gave him, witness 
said, but little attention. Her visits were 
scarcely ever longer than five minutes, and 
she never read to him. Once witness saw Dr. 
Bird sitting ona stool at Lady Colin’s feet. 
Dr. Bird met Lady Colin at the Leigh Court 
station. Witness once wa letter in 
Lady Colin’s handwritmhg fall out 
of Dr. Bird's case of instru- 
ments. Lady Colin became ill in April. Her 
ailment was unusual, Dr. Bird, conversing 
with witness, ten days after ward, said: 
‘*Don’t talk about Lady|Colin’ s illness. Just say 
Lady Colin had a cold.’ Witness, basing her ob- 
servation on seventeen years’ experience as a 
nurse, believed that Lady Colin’s illness at 
this time was the result of miscarriage. Dr. 
Bird dined in the house and rémained in Lady 
Colin’s bed room until 11 o' clock. 

LORD COLIN SUSPICIOUS. 

Lord Colin said: Isn't it rather late doc- 
tor? Is Lady Colin so that you have to re- 
main, although she has a nurse bere?’’ 
Dr. Bird answered: ‘‘Ifellasleep and forgot 
the time. After this illness Lady Colin wore 
a half-heop emerald ring, and when she went 
into her busband’s room she used always to 
turn the stones of the ring around, from the 
top to the lower side of the finger that 
bore it. Witness being asked why, being 
Lord Colin’s nurse, she did not inform 
him of what she saw, said she refrained from 
doing so because she felt certain that ulti- 
mately he would find it all out. Lady Colin's 
iliness, witness continued, commenced on 
April 14, and bythe 19th ‘witness had con 
cluded that her ladyship had suffered a mis- 
carriage. Witness was not aware, —

A KING KILLED IN BATTLE. 
WAasnIncton, D. C., December 3.—The De- 
partment of State has received a dispatch from 
the United States Consul at Goree-Dakr, in 
Senegal, Africa,announcing the death in battle 
of King Sama Lombefo!l of Cayar. The Consul 
says that the King ap at Tivomane, in 
Cayar, witha number of his followers under 
arms and mounted attendants, for the purpose 
of collecting a tribute to which he believed 
himself to be entitled by treaty. His demand 


for tribute was met with a refusal by the 
inhabitants of the place, whereupon 
some of his followers began to 


age the town. The merehants and traders 
telegraphed for aid to the Governor of St. 
Louis, atown under French pretection, and 
meantime made preparations to defend their 
property. The Governor promptly sent a 
captain of the army and — * ve soldiers 
to the scene of the trouble with instructions to 
**accommodate matters. Arriving at Tivo- 
mane the trvops found the merchante and 
traders beleaguered. A wordy altercation fol- 
lowed between the troops and the King’s fol- 


lowers, which was ended by tne 
latter, who tired several shets, killing 
asoldier. A charge was ordered, and after a 


brief but flerce engagement the natives fied, 
leaving twenty of their number dead on the 
field. They soon reformed, however, and 
made another stand under the lead of the 
King, but the latter after a sword combat with 
a French lieutenant, lasting twelve minutes, 
was run through the body and killed, where- 
upon his followers gave up the battle and 
escaped into the interior. The affair is de- 
plored by the French authorities, who foresee 
as a result the necessity for making radical 
oe es iu their treaties with the native tribes 
n Africa. 


THE MINISTRY TO RESIGN. 
PARIS, December 3.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M. Sarrien, Minister of the 
Interior, speaking in opposition to a motion 


for the tetai abolition of the offices 
of sud - prefects, promised that he 
would introduee a bill providing 
for a partial abolition of the offices. Prime 
Minister M. Freycinet supported M. Sarrien, 
and reproached the opposition for seizing 
every chance that was offered to over- 
throw the Government. The Cham- 
per, however, adopted the motion for total 
abolition by a majority of thirteen votes, thus 
defeating the Government. It is reported that 
M. De Freycinet, M. Sarrien and Goblet, Min- 
ister of Public Instruction, willresign.

Several important improvement ordinances 
will be passec at the meeting of the House of 
Delegates to-night. Among the bills are pro- 
visions for the improvement ofthe following 
streets: Evans avenue between Spring and 
Prairie avenues; Page avenue between Prairie 
and Vandeyenter avenues; Spring avenue be- 
tween St. Louis and Garfield avenues; Mullan- 
phy street between Twenty-second and 
Twenty-fifth streets; Fairfax avenue between 
Vandeventer avenue and Sarah street ; Twenty- 
third street between Farrar street 
and Bremen avenue; to partially improve 
Prairie avenue between Blair avenue and 
Broadway; to grade Obear ayenue between 
Blair avenue and Twentieth street; to grade 
Vulean street between Marceau street and 
Espenschied street; to grade Nineteenth street 
between Ferry street and a point 325 feet north 
of Ferry street; to partially grade Florissant 
avenue between Farrar street and Newhouse 
avenue; to partially grade Cottage avenue 


| between Prairie and Vandeventer avenues. 


The batch of improvement ordinances 
also tncludes Dills to grade and pave 
alleys in blocks Nos. 2,241, 2,160, 2,158, 1,076, 
812, 2,162, 1,264, 2,336, 2,310, 1,965, 1,070, 1,741, 
2,137, and bills to grade alleys tn the following 
blocks: Nos. 2,476, 2,423, 3,389, 2,444 and 1,317. 
The bills authorize the Board of Public Im- 
provements to cail for bids. The work will be 
let as soon as the winter weather breaks.

To Be Reconsidered. 


Mayor Francis, City Counsellor Bell and Re- 
corder of Voters Hoblitzeile had a conference 
to-dayon amending the supplementary ap- 
propriation bill.

The Interment Ordinance. 


Several ministers, priests, doctors and 
undertakers consulted with the Council Com- 
mittee on Sanitary Affairs, yesterday after- 
noon, concerning the bill providing for the 


speedy burial of persons dying from any of 
the contagions diseases. It was decided 
that the seetion fixing the responsi- 
bility for violating the ordinance should be 
changed, as at present an undertaker, who 
may not have been notified of the death 
until after the expiration of the speci- 
fled time, would, nevertheless, be 
answerable before thecourt. It was proposed 
to make the head of the family responsible. 
The Health Commissioner appeared, and urged 
that the section making it the duty of the Com- 
missioner to take charge of the body even 
against the wishes of the family be stricken 
out, as it could not be enforced at such times. 
The committee adjourned, subject to the call 
of Chairman Haines, to make amendments in 
the ordinance.

ee WRECK OF THE SCHOONER ARIADNE 
ON LAKE ONTARIO. : 


Heroic Straggle of the OCrew-—The Captain 
Drowned- Terrible Passage ofthe Schoon- 
er Lake Forest—Gone Ashore—Perished in 
the Flames—Live Steck Freezing in Tran- 
sit— Casualties. 


NEw n December 8.—A special from 
Oswego giv the tollobing Getalls of the 
wreck of the Ariadne, which was reported in 

terday’s dtspatenes: One of the severest 
storms of wind and snow that has ever visited 
thie section Swept over Lake Ontario Tuesday 
night. The wind, which had ali day blown 
from the southward, changed around to the 
west in the evening, and by nightfall was 
plowing at the rate of sixty miles an hour. 
seven vessels loaded with barley were known 
to be off this port, and much anxiety was felt 
for their welfare. Rockets were sent up by 
the life-saving crew irom the plers, and 
poge bonfires, ted by willing hands, 
were kept constantly blazing on the 


pluffs along the lake front to guide tho storm- 
tossed vessels into port. About 8 o’clock a 
jarge black vessel was discovered through the 
snow, drifting past the mouth of the harbor. 
Her mainmast was gone, and her crew were 
durniug signals of distress from her decks. 
The seas were very heavy and the snow was 
carried along im blinding sheets, which at 
times shut out the lights from the vessel 
which was 

PLIFTING HOPELESSLY TO DESTRUCTION. 

A tug boat tried to reach ber, but was 
nearly swamped in the endeavor to 

ut back into the harbor. After 
considerable difficulty the erew succeeded 
in clearing away the disabled rigging and got 
a portion of her mainsail set and headed ber 
for the foot of the lake. About 3 o’clock 
Thursday morning the vessel struck on a reef 
about twenty miles from this port and the 
crew lashed themselves totbe forward ie. 
ing where they were discovered at daylight 
yfarmers On shore. The surf was very 
beavy and there were no suitable boats in the 
vicinity to goto the rescue of the half frozen 
men. The nearest lifo saving station was nine 
wiles distant aud word was sent there fora 
life boat. The reads in the vicinity was 
blocked with snow and it was nearly noon be- 
jore the life boat arrived, drawa by horses. 

The vessel in the meantime was fast going to 

leces, and a portion of her stern, which 
drifted ashore, gave her name as the Ariadne, 
from New Castle, Ont., bound for Oswego 
with barley. It was impossible to launch the 
He- boat on account of the surf, and a mortar 
was sent for. It was alter 3 o’clock when it 
arived, and the only portion of the schooner 
then out of water was her bows, upon which 
could oe seen clinging three men. The body 
of one of the men, which proved to be that of 
the Captain, Hugh McKay,aged 28, of Toronto, 
Unt., 

DROPPED FROM THE FORWAED RIGGING 
into the lake and disappeared. When the Iife 
line was shot over the schooner from the shore 
the men were too much exhausted to make it 
fastior some time. At last, one poor fellow, 
who was seen clinging to the malnmast, let go 
his hold, and, grabbing the life line, tooka 
turn around the spar, and life-savers were 
guickly aboard the 1 fated vessel. The poor 
fellow who had rouse] himself sufficientiy to 
make the line fast was washed overboard bya 
huge wave, but grasped a mieze of the 
wreckage and was tossed insensible 
upon the shore. His two compan- 
jons were found lasbed in the forerigging, 
unconscious and badly frozen, and were 
sent ashore in the life-boa*. Two sailors were 
found lashed to the capstan frozen dead, and 
one body was seen in the forecastic. The 
life-saving erew found it impossibie to rescue 
the bodies, and with the two unconscious 
sailors leit the wreck. The rescued men were 
taken to a farm-bonuse anda physician sent 
for, but it is feared they cannot recover. 
There was nothing on their clothing by which 
they could be identified, Onc of the dcad sail- 
ors frozen tothe capstan is thought to bo Suth- 
erland McKay, father of the young captain. He 
is about sixty years old and has a wife in 
Toronto. 


The Lake Forest's Terrible Passage.

The foresail stood the blast 
less than five minutes, when it went completely 
outoftthe bolt ropes, and then the headsall, 
Is and staysails went one by one, until the 
vessel was little better than a wreck. We 
bewan to arift to lesward ata rate that threat- 
enedtocarryus all to destruction in afew 
hours,’’ the captain said, but our sailors are 
ail brave fellows and by bard work they man- 
accitorigup another beadsgail to give usa 
slant toward the west shore. Even then we 
were not out of danger. The vessel rolled 
worse than ever, and finally her deck load 
went by the board, nearly carryingtwo sailors 
with it. How they were saved I don’t be- 
lieve they could tell themselves. Every sea 
that boarded us froze about us as soon as it 
touched the deeks and it was not long before 
we were overweighted with ice. The men 
endured more hardships and sufferings last 
bight than they ever will again perhaps if they 
live to be loo years old. The wind was bitter 
cold and we all had to throw off our heaviest 
clothing such as overeoats, to insure safety 
in crawling around on the deck load, every 
— seeming to penetrate to our very mar-

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SALE OF IMMENSE TRACT IN OLD MEXICO 
BY Sr. LOUIS PARTIES. 


John D. Miles, Ex-Indian Agent, Secures 100 
Miles Rio Grande Front Lands—History of 
the Purchase — 4 Disturbing Incident — 
Split inthe Rio Bravo Land and Onitle 
Company—Half a Million Dollars Paid for 
the Lands. 


To-day there was consummated at the 
Planters’ House a sale of a tract of land in Old 
Mexico, 100 miles long and two leagues wide. 
John D. Miles of Lawrence, Kan., formerly 
Indian Agent to the Cheyennes and Arapa- 
hoes is the purchaser for a syndicate, the 
composition of which he will not divulge. 
The Rio Bravo Land and Cattle Com- 
pany are the settlers. The company con- 
sists of five St. Lonisans and three rest 
dents in El Paso, Tex. They acquired 
a ninety-nine years’ lease to a tract of land 160 
miles long beginning at a point fifty miles from 
Paso del Norte on the Mexican side of the Rio 
Grande and extending down the river 
parallel with ita course. This leasehold was 
held by Ignatius MacManus, a Mexican, 
as without a concession from the Gov- 
ernment and previous to the putting 
in force of recent legislation no foreigner 
could own property in fee or otherwise in 
Mexico. It is now permitted foreigners to 
hold the absolute title fo land in the Republic 
within a limit of twenty leagues from the 
boundry—in what isa known asthe Free Zone. 
On this law going into —_—s effect 
Judge Ohas. Davis of El Paso, 
Tex., a stockholder in the Rio Bravo 
Land and Cattle Company went to Mexico and 


within a month ago secured from President 
Diaz a concession which gave the company an 
absolute title to the 160-miles-long tract. The 
stockholders, with the exception of Mr. 
Rankin, then went to El Paso to see the prop- 
erty, and there it was discovered by several 
of them that others were negotiating to sell 
the entire tract to Miles. Indeed the Presi- 
dent of the company had gone so far that 
Miles claimed a verbal contract had been made 
with him for the sale. 
A CURIOUS STORY 
is told of the negotiations at El Paso. Charles 
H. Peck and A. F. Shapleigh of St. Louis re- 
fused to go into the sale at all and, as will be 
seen by the contract below, their ownership 
in the n prevented the other owners 
from selling the entire lot. While the gentie- 
men were discussing Miles 
sent a check for earnest 
money. It was taken as a biuff 
to foree the company to stand by the 
verbal agreement. H. 8S. Newman is said to 
have been agitated when it oecurred to him 
that Miles was preparing to bring suit, prob- 
ably had papers prepared and would serve 
them before the party could leave El Paso. 
The train would not leave until 2 o’clock in 
the morning. Judge Davis reaasured him with 
the information that as it was then Thanks- 
giving day no papers could be served. They 
went to see Miles and prevailed upon him to 
come to St. Louis, where it was thought the 
matter might be arranged. He agreed and 
arrived several days agowith his relatives, 
W. F. Marchand O. J. Woodward of Law 
rence, who are interested with Miles in the 
purchase. Lesterday, after much fighting onthe 
part of the selling faction of the company to 
induce the other element to goin it was de- 
ciged to divide the holding, and the following 
contract was entered into.
